Th e object of a rifled barrel is to g iv e 
greater precision lo the bail, by commit m- 
cat'tig to it a rotary motion. 
T im mot iou 
it receives ou its passage out of tho gun 
provided the ball ut so crowded into 
lha 
barrel ss to fill up partially or entirely tho 
grooves ; aud the more perfectly the 
(mil 
fits into the barrel the truer its course, and 
the leos winding there is; that is, tho 
I 
space there is between the ball and bs rrel 
tor tho strength of the powder to esoape. 
ll ta estimated that when tho windage 
only l-20lh of the calibre o f the gen, owe 
third of th* powder esc ipeu and of couirue 
its strength is lout. 
T h e great object therefore to be obis tilt'd 
ie a perfect fit to the barrel by the ball, 
thus to give the rotary motion, sod lo aave 
the powder. 
A French gunsmith 
inrented 
a rifle 
winch had its breech pin project wedge 
shaped, about two inches into the barrel — 
T h e ball, a conical shaped one, was then 
dropped into the barrel, and a few heavy 
blows by the rammer, drove the wedge or 
pin into the ball to as lo fill lite grooves in 
the barra!.

T h is shaped ball, however, lias been used 
tor a long time by sportsmen. 
A Paris correspondent of the N ew Y o rk -
